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There  have  been,  during  the  year,  no  serious  outbreaks  of  disease. 

The  population  increases  considerably  during  the  summer  months,  as  Salcombe 
attracts  many  visitors,  being  a  well-known  holiday  resort  and  sailing  centre. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

The  personal  health  services  are  provided  by  various  bodies,  by  far  the 
greater  part  being  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Devon 
County  Council  and  the  Local  Executive  Council.  The  environmental  health 
services  are  controlled  by  the  District  Council. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  laboratory  in  Plymouth  for 
the  investigation  of  communicable  diseases  and  the  examination  of  milk,  water, 
ice-cream,  foodstuffs,  etc. 

The  Devon  County  Health  Handbook  gives  details  of  the  health  and  allied 
social  services  in  the  County  of  Devon.  Much  of  its  information  refers  to  the 
County  as  a  whole,  but  there  are  details  of  the  various  services  provided  in 
this  district.

Numerous  small  outfalls  discharge  into  the  harbour  and  are  periodically 
inspected  and  cleaned  as  is  found  necessary.  It  is  hoped  that  a  major  scheme 
will  be  decided  upon  in  the  hear  future. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  parts  of  the  district  and  disposed 
of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Batson  Creek.

SCHOOLS 


There  are  3  Schools  in  the  district. 


There  was  an  out-break  of  conjunctivitis  in  one  of  the  schools  which  was 
fortunately  brought  under  control  fairly  quickly. 

NUISANCES 


All  complaints  reoeived  were  dealt  with  informally. 
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CAMPING  SITES 


The  control  of  camping  within  the  district  occupies  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  summer  months. 
There  are  two  sites  licensed  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  is36  ,  and 
regular  visits  are  paid  to  these  sites  as  well  as  numerous  other  sites 
which  were  used,  but  unlicensed. 

The  Caravan  and  Camping  Act  came  into  force  during  August.  No  site 
licenoEB  were  granted  during  the  year.
